Both sides 
offered concessions—tho 
United Nations not to 
‘Insist on’ the ban on tho 
construction of airfields 
during the urmistice, and 
the Communists to leave 
Russia out of the neutral 
commission to be estublish- 
ed for supervising — the 
terms of the truce, Only 
on one issue now fs there 
sharp cleavage of opinion— 
repatriation of prisoners 
of war. The United Nations 
are willing to return to the 
Reds only those prisoners
